Examiner Lamb agreed to the following changes in the claims in order to overcome the rejection of the claims under 35 
use 112, first paragraph: 

1 . Deletion in claim 8 of the limitation "wherein the vibration source may move independently from the coating 
chamber"; 2. Deletion in claim 26 of the limitation "the vibration source may move independently from the screen"; 3. at 
line 9 of claim 7 and at line 8 of claim 40 after "the vibration structure having" delete "one or more exposed sides 
wherein at least one" and insert - an exposed side, wherein the 

Attorneys Shalmey and Grasso indicated that applicant would be rewriting dependent claim 3 and 43 as an 
independent claim with all the structural limitations of claim 4. Note applicant agreed to deletion of the term "cage" in 
newly independent claim 3 and 43 and the substitution of the term "vena-cava filter" in newly proposed independent 
claim 43 and term "stent" in newly proposed independent claim 3. Further, applicant indicated that the preamble of 
newly presented claim 43 would be amended to recite "A system for coating a vena-cava filter" and the preamble of 
newly presented claim 3 would be amended to recite "A system for coating a stent". Note applicant agreed to changes 
to claims 3 and 43 overcome the rejection under 35 USC 112, first para in which applicant recited that the cage was a 
stent or vena-cava filter. Note applicant agreed to amend claim 4 as follows: at line 1 of claim 4 after "A system for 
coating" delete "a medical device". 

Attorney Shalmey proposed to amend claim 6 to overcome the prior art reference Alkan as follows: at line 9 after 
"the vibration source is positioned below and not" delete "directly coupled" and insert -mechanically linked 
Examiner Lamb indicated that the newly proposed language would be taken in consideration upon filing of the after- 
final amendment. 

Attorneys Shalmey and Grasso indicated that they would be filing an after-final amendment. 
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
